More than a dozen firefighters from Sundre, 
Olds and Didsbury bat lied a massive fire at a 
dairy operation south of Harmattan for sever¬ 
al hours last Tuesday afternoon. 

The blaze, which started at the Whitestone 
Dairy, on the Bergen Road, at around 3:30 
p.m., eventually destroyed two large attached 
bams, one measuring 120’ x 60’ and the other 
KHT x SO'. 

The owner and workers at the scene man¬ 
aged to evacuate dozens of dairy cattle, and 
some other animals, from the bam before it 
was fully engulfed 

“1 was on the outside of the bam and when 
I came in I noticed smoke," said owner Ivo 
deWitt. “I don’t know when 1 all the firefighters

were in the ham when the fin* broke out 

There were no reported injuries in the inci¬ 
dent, Larry Gratton, with Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Service, said from the 
scene. 

Didsbury fire chief Rick Mousseau said the 
building was fully engulfed when firefighters 
arrived. 

It may be some time before tile cause is 
known, if ever, he said, adding dial foul play Ls 
not suspected. 

He speculated that the total loss may be in 
the area of $600,000.

Where are the parents?

It’s a sad state of affairs. 

Flip through the newspaper 
or watch your local TV news 
and you’ll see many stories 
about unruly children who 
have gotten out of control. 

There were those youth who microwaved a 
cat in Camrose, a 12-year-old Red Deer boy 
who stole his parent’s vehicle and led police on 
a high-speed chase down the highway and a 13- 
year-old in Red Deer who sexually assaulted a 
six-year-old near a toboggan hill. 

What is going on in the world? 

Or better yet, the question we should all be 
asking is: “Where are the parents?” 

Don’t these children know what is right and 
wrong anymore? How were they raised? 

I can understand that when older people 
commit similar crimes, there are perhaps more 
outside, negative influences on them.

My parents and I didn’t have the perfect rela¬ 
tionship (who does?).

But they brought me up right. They taught me 
right from wrong, and compassion for others. 

My parents are where I learned my values 
from. When I was 12 there weren’t a lot of 
other people that I looked up to beside my 
mom. 

Look, I’ll admit, sometimes a person is just 
bad. And kids will make their own decisions.

But while he epjoys the ability to help provide safety for 
the town’s youth and a caring presence at hockey games, 
he admits some of the fulfillment comes from meeting 
new people. 

“There are so many nice, young couples in town,” he 
said. “They are some of the most super people you'll ever 
meet.” 

Dave Gross, Leo’s son recalls his father’s recent birth¬ 
day party and the list of people he wanted invited. 

“I looked at the list and there were people who were .'10, 
35, 40 years old," said Dave. 

“These were the people he has met and made friends 
with at the arena. And not only did they come, their kids 
came too. 

That shows you the kind of respect that's there for him." 

Dave, proud of his father, recently sent an e-mail to the 
Calgary Flames organization, submitting his dad’s name 
as an entry in BMO Community Hero of the Game contest, 


recognizing local volunteers and their impact on the com¬ 
munity. 

Dave said his father, who recently turned HO years old 
was the perfect fit for the recognition. 

“I find he’s really stepped up and is doing some great 
things for the community.” 

A few days later Leo was contacted by BMO and told he 
had won two tickets to the Calgary Flames versus 
Minnesota Wild game at the Saddledome last week. 


Prior to the contest, Leo was presented with two 
Calgary Flames jerseys, which was filmed and later dis¬ 
played on the arena’s Jumbotron. 

“It makes you humble in a way," said Leo. 

But, as many who are familiar with Leo know, he’s quick 
to dismiss the spotlight. 

“Many people in this town do a lot for the community 
and deserve credit for it," he said. “It certainly isn’t just 
me."

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Provincial grant provides improved 
Supernet access to central Alberta

The provincial government announced a $2.5 million 
start-up grant last week to provide 13 central Alberta 
communities with improved Supernet access. The 
South Central Rural Alliance will receive the funds on 
behalf of the communities, which include Olds, 
Sundre, Didsbury, Cremona, Carstairs and Mountain 
View County. 

The funding announcement is the culmination of 18 
months of work by the South Central Regional 
Alliance, a collaboration between the Towns of Olds, 
Carstairs, Mountain View County, Olds College, 
Chinook’s Edge School Division and several other 
partners. 

The project, entitled “Finishing the Dream,"will pro¬ 
vide area communities with the resources they need to 
give them an economic edge, said Doug Plamping, 
chief administrtative officer of Mountain View County. 


“Finishing the Dream provides us with a unique 
opportunity to transform our communities, to give our 
communities the tools we need to attract business and 
economic development, improve our quality of life and

Jim Gibbons, superintendent of schools for the
